ality of the persons possessing and carry- 
ing these imports ia immaterial,” but in 
tho lst clause of the same’ section words 
are introduced which may be interpreted 
to mean the contrary and to. give per 
mission to any local mandarin to impose 
whatever tax be likes upon British goods 
the moment they have passed beyond the 
limita-of the treaty porta, or become the 
property of natives, The clause reads:

Tho result of this would-be to reintroduce 


the nationality question ‘in a ‘most objec. 
tionable abape, and lay the foundation for 
endless dispntes, . 
Past experience of the-Chinese autho- 
rities can lead’ to no other conclusion 
than that they would, if practicable, take 
advantage of thia indefinite wording, the 
result’ being. that the disputes ‘and 
difficulties, which hitherto have been so 
frequent, would be perpetuated, There 
in no reason. why the Qonvention 
should not state clearly what is in- 
tended, and that it be plainly declared (1) 
that imported goods shall be liable to no 
other duty at the Treaty ports than to 
the regular import. duty, and that 
the certificate of the payment of the 
commuted transit dues shall free then 
from all further inland charges, taxes, or 
lekin, whatsoever ; (2) that the nationality. 
of the person possessing or carrying such 
certificated goods shall bé immaterial.

‘An International Congress, auch as has 
rarely met in any country, let alone Ger- 
many, assembled a fow days ago in the 
Artillery-grounds at Bredelar, in Prussian 
Rhineland, Agreeably to tho invitations 
eent out by Herr Krupp, the famous gun 
manufacturer at Essen, representatives of

British, Swedish, | Portuguese, 
Danieh, Argentine, Japanese, and Dutch 
Governments appeared on the spot to witness 
experimenta, in a ‘new line of gunnery

Hither, achievement has hitherto appeared 
impossible. Herr Krupp, by aasooiating the

The apparatus employed is. very simple, 
Iron’ plates about half'a'metre thick aro 
put together so as'to form a little hut, large
